TEN CENTS MORE ON WHISKY 


The Tax ou Cigarettes Raised SI Per 


1000, but Cigars Remain 


Uuclmuged. 


WASPISH-TON*, January 2.—The advo- 


cates of tlus individual income tax prop- 
osition were triumphant at the meeting 
of the Democratic members of the ways 
and means committee- this afternoon. 
Eleven members were present when the 
linal meeting was held at the treasury 
department at 4 o'clock. The issue was 
joined on two propositions, one to levy 
n tax of 2 per cent against individual 
incomes of over $4000 and against net 
incomes from corporations; and, second, 
a proposition offered as a substitute by 
Cochran of New York to tax the in- 
comes from corporations 1 per cent and 
inheritances 5 per cent; to place a tax 
of 10 cents on whisky and restore sugar 
to the dutiable list at half a cent a 
pound. The vote on Cochran's substi- 
tute proposition resulted in defeat by 7 
to 4, as follows: Ayes, Winsorn, Coch- 
ran, Stevens, Montgomery; nays, Me-

ran, htevens, .iUoiitgoinery; nays, Me 
Millin, Turner, Whiting, Bryan, ilynum

proposition was then carried by a vote 
ofGto 5, as follows: Ayes, McMillin, 
Turner, Whiting, Bryan, Bynum, Tars- 
ney; miyg, Winsom, Cochran, Stevens, 
Montgomery, Breckenridge. 


It was also decided to increase tho 


whisky tax 10 cents per gallon, from 90 
cents to $1, to be levied against whisky, 
in as well as out of bond. Upon repre- 
sentation that this increase would work 
an undue hardship to owners of whisky 
in bond, it was decided to extend the 
bonded period 
from three to eight 


years. The tax on playing cards, at one 
time fixed at 6 cents per paek, was re- 
duced 2 cents. No increase was made 
in the tax on cigars, but the increase on 
cigarettes of $1 per 1000 was allowed to 
Rtiind. 


AN IMPORTANT SILVER BILL 


Providing for the Coinage of Silver 


Bullion. 


WASIUM.TOS, January 2.—Representa- 


tive Oates of Alabama will tomorrow in- 
troduce the following important bill to 
provide for the coinage of the silver 
bullion now opened by the United 
States: 


"Section 1. All silver bullion now 


owned by the United States shall be 
corned as speedily as practicable into 
standard silver dollars of the weight and 
fineness as now prescribed by law.which 
shall be legal tender in payment of all 
debts, public and private; provided, 
one-seventieth part of said bullion may 
be coined into half-dollars, qaarter- 
dollars and dimes in a proportion direct- 
ed by the secretary of the treasury, and 
to contain tho amounts of pure silver 
and alloy as now prescribed by law for 
such coinage. 


"Section 2. 
The secretary of the 


treasury shall set apart $40,000,000 
coined as aforesaid for the redemption ' 
of notes issued by the treasury and paid 
out for the purchase of silver bullion in 
the manner provided in the act of July 
14,1890, and whenever said sum is re- 
duced below $40,000,000 by the redemp- 
tion of said notes tne secretary shall 
from any other silver dollars in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated 
add to said sum so as to keep it up to 
$40,000,000 until the aggregate amount 
of said notes outstanding is reduced 
below that sura, and then the secretary 
shall keep in the treasury for redemp- 
tion an amount of silver dollirs equal to 
the amount of notes outstanding until 
all are redeemed; provided, the secre- 
tary may reissue any of said notes when 
redeemed as provided in the act of July 
14,1S90.

"Section 3. Any contract hereafter 


made by the government of the United 
States or between corporations or be- 
tween a corporation and person or per- 
eons pr between private persons which 
is by its terms or by law payable in dol- 
lars or dollars and cents may be paid at 
its maturity or thereafter in any lawful 
coin of the United States."

THE TAX ON WINE. 


An Unjust Clause in the Wilson 


Tariff Bill. 


SAX FRANCISCO, January 3.—California 
'ine men have discovered a clause in 


the Wilson tariff bill which is causing 
them much worry. The clause referred 
to is that providing fora duty of 50 cents 
per gallon on all still wines, "but provid- 
ing no import tax shall exceed 100 per 
cent of the value of the wine to be im- 
ported. 


The wine men say under this law 


millions of gallons of inferior and im- 
pure French wines worth only 8 cents 
per gallon can be imported to compete 
with pure California wines. 


Underlie Wilson bill these cheap 


wines could not be taxed more than 
their value and the result would bo a 
practical nullification of the 50 cent tax. 


The wine men will protest vigorously 


against the measure and will send a rep- 
resentative to Washington to work in 
their interest.

better plan could be adopted than to 
hold up a train and secure a goodly 
sum? The chances were in their favor 
nnd while it may not have turned out a 
success financially, it was no fault of 
Evans*. Had the Burbank robbers been 
endowed with Chris' sand they would 
have come ent of the scrape with a good 
lump of money. 


"The oSicers looking up the Burbank 


train robbery tell you that there were 
but two men implicated. They are 
wrong.

The 
conviction of a conductor, or an engineer, 
or a train dispatcher on a charge of man- 
slaughter can exercise very little re- 
straining influence upou the companj- 
that employed him. But if it were pofe- 
sihlo to collect tlirough the courts largo 
sums in dau/ages for the lives that are 
lost the cmnpnnica wonld be much more 
careful both in tho supervision of their 
employees and in the establishment cf 
block signals and other safeguards. 


For thy 26 lives sacrificed in Michigan 


the*relatives of the victims can recover 
from tho company almost ^130,000, or 
$3,000 for each life. If this limit, which 
is imposed by tho laws in most of the 
states, were removed, such terrihlo 
slaughter as this would be so expensive 
to a company that the establishment of 
approved safeguards would not bo neg- 
lected , and every possible effort to insure 
the efficiency of train officers and the 
preservation of passengers' lives would 
bo made. Under present couditious a 
railroad company commonly suffers a 
much smaller loss in money when a pas- 
senger is killed than when ono is crip- 
led.—New_^orkJTimes1___

It ia the same jaw bone with 
which the creditors of this and other 
countries propose to completethe slaugh- 
ter of one-halt" of the people's money. 
No wonder they are interested. 


OXE of the important new industries 


to be established in Fresno iii the im- 
mediate future is a creamery, equipped 
with first-class modern appliances and 
conducted by practical men who have 
been successfully engaged in the busi- 
ness in the east. This will furnish a 
market for all the surplus milk which 
can be produced in this locality, and 
will supply Fresno and adjoining towns 
with firs:-qnality bntter, 
a 
large 


proportion of which is now imported 
from the coast dairies. Industries which 
will supply the local market and do 
away with the necessity of importing 
articles which can be successfully pro- 
duced here are just the things needed to 
make better timea both for producers 
and consumers. There are splendid op- 
portunities here for other industries of 
this character, including syrup factories, 
woolen mills, paper mills, etc. There- 
are enough neglected opportunities here 
for profitable industries to furnish in- 
vestments for many capitalists and em- 
ployment for many thousands of labor- 
ers. 


IT is a discouraging fact that nothing 


but side issues are beard of in connec- 
tion with proposed national legislation. 
Tariff "reform," the Hawaiian matter, 
ind possible action in regard to the 
Nicaragua canal, are apparently occupy- 
ing the larger share of the administra- 
tion's attention. Conceding the import- 
ance of these iaauea, they 
are 
all 


comparatively insignificant when A solu- 
tion of the present financial condition is 
taken into consideration. The circulat- 
ing medium of the country now rests 
upon the single gold standard, in com- 
pliance with the wisdom of the chief ex- 
ecutive, and the country is not even 
given the faintest outline of the plan, if 
there be such, whereby this inadequate 
condition is to he broadened to meet 
the necessities of the people. Secretary 
Carlisle's proposition to issue more gov- 
ernment bonds has no more bearing on 
the case than the dumping of a bucket 
of water into the sea would have in 
regulating the ebb and Sow of the tides. 
It is a temporary expedient, and does 
not approach a permanent ealution of 
the question.

TOE benefits'of irrigation for the pur- 


poses of ordinary farming and stock 
raising, aside from the production of 
fruits and vegetables, is not generally 
understood and appreciated. The Kern 
County Californiaa mentions an in- 
stance that very fairly illustrates what 
may be accomplished in this valley on 
many thousands of acres of laud which 
are at present unproductive, and which 
can be bought, together with the right 
for water for irrigation, at prices within 
the reach of purchasers of moderate 
means. The Califomian eays: 


Among the sections of desert land 


which have been reclaimed this year 
under the management of E. M. Rob- 
erts, by having water brought in and 
the ground then sowed to Egyptian 
corn, are two of which a careful account 
has been kept. These are section 32, in 
township 27, range 25, and section 6 in 
township 28, same range. In all 1100 
acres of land waa cultivated and the 
product waa 17,600 Backs of Egyptian 
corn, each sack averaging 133 pounds. 
This is an average product of 1C sacks 
or 2128 pounds ot Egyptian corn to the 
acre. The land wan first irrigated hy 
flooding, and as soon as teams could 
travel over it eight pounds of seed 
was pown broadcast to the acre and im- 
mediately turned under with Stockton 
gang plows, which averaged a furrow 
four inches deep. There was only the 
one irrigation. Only theee two Motions 
were Iiarvceted, the many others that 
were planted beinp fed off by stock. 
Upon two sections near by 500 head of 
cattle were fattened for market. The 
corn was planted between July 4th and 
August 15th, and the harvesting was 
completed jnet before Christmas. 


Although thin is a handsome yield, it 


is only one-half of what might have re- 
eultetl had time allowed. For had bar- 
Icy been sown in December or January 
at Iwtat two tdnn of grain hay per acre 
could have been harvested and then 
Egyptian corn put in for a aecond crop.

If 
the people are entitled to be heard at 
all they have a right to be heard when- 
ever the opportunity ior expre~?ion is 
afforded them, but in the face of their 
decisions, as given at the polls in New 
York, Ohio, Massachusetts, Iowa and 
other states in the elections of last 
month, the Democratic administration 
proposes to ignore the public will there 
expressed and to stand by what they 
claim to have been the will of the people 
a year previous to that time. 


That they are fully aware of the in- 


sincerity of their position is shown by 
the avidity with 
which they grasp 


at the straw afforded them in the 
recent election in Chicago. They as- 
sume the ridiculous position that this is a 
recent vindication of this proposed pol- 
icy. The alleged vindication is exactly 
of the kind which, had it occurred in 
California, would have given the state 
to the Republicans by about 30,000 ma- 
jority.

At the meeting of the Board of City 


Trustees last night a large amount of 
business was transacted in a very busi- 
nesslike manner. 


The unusual brevity of reina/ks and 


their very pertinent character and the 
auxioua way in which the chairman 
watched the clock was notably at vari- 
ance with methods of the board on 
nights when a theater company is 
in town which the reporters wish to 
take in. 


The city attorney reported a set o 


seven or eight ordinances with regard to 
the proposed aewer bond election, which 
were received and placed on file. The 
first of these contemplated economy, in 
that it proposed to reduce the number of 
election districts from 10 to 3. 


The ordinance proposed to place the 
First and Third warda in the first pre- 
cinct, the Second and Fourth in the 
second precinct, and the Fifth ward in 
the third precinct. 
As it takes eight 


persons to form an election board and 
tbe per diem is $5, this would effect a 
saving of $280 on an election. 


THE I'ROCEEDISOS. 


Tbe Board of City Trustees met at 7 


o'clock last night, a full lx>ard being 
present. 


The petition of Donahoo, Emmons & 


Co. by Charles Inna, requesting permis- 
sion to store powder and explosives in 
the 12x12 brick building on the Spinney 
brick yarfl was read. 


Trustee Spinney said he objected to 


the petition being granted on the ground 
that it was objected to by citizens of the 
vicinity as dangerous, and besides it was 
on lands belonging to Trustee Spinney. 


The matter, after some discussion, was 


put to a vote and it was voted to reject 
the petition. 


Tbe petition of Bates & Boyacken by 


Charles Boyackeu for permission to 
store coal oil and gasoline in a corru- 
gated iron building 14x28, on K street, 
between Amador street and Nelson ave- 
iiue, was read and on motion granted. 


The petition of J. AV. Shanklin to 


have city ordinance No. 280 so amended 
as to exclude from the/city limits frac- 
tions of lots 14,15 and 1C in block 85, 
was read and on motion laid on the 
table. 


The petition of Charles Mnyer for re- 


tail liquor license came up for 'second 
reading, und on motion the bond was 
approved and the license granted. 


The city attorney made his monthly re- 


port, with regard to certain overcharges 
made by City Engineer Etter. He finds 
part of overcharge belongs to property 
owners and not to city. As to the other 
overcharge,- he states that the ex- 
engineer's bondsmen are liable only for 
faithful performance of duty, and that 
tbe amount could not be collected ol 
of him personally. 


He also slated that the recent action 


o£ the board with regard to excluding 
lands of Thomas E. Hughes from tire 
limits was irregular, and suggested a 
method of remedying the difficulty. 


"With regard to the proposed sewer ex- 


tension, he suggested a method of less- 
ening the expense by reducing the 
numl>er of election precincts from ten to 
three, thereby 'saving the pay of fifty- 
sis: election oflicerB. The report was 
received and placed on file. 


The poundmaster reported the num- 


ber of animals taken up, and tbe dispo- 
sition made of them, showing cash re- 
ceipts for tbe city, $4.23. Report re- 
ceived and filed. 


The city recorder reported that he 


had imposed fines in the sum of $10, of 
which $5 bad been collected. Report 
received and filed. 
' The city treasurer made an itemized 
report of the amount of.money in all 
the several funds to which the city reve- 
nue is apportioned, which was received 
and placed on file. This report will be 
published hereafter.. 


The city clerk reported the financial 


condition of the treasury, the expend- 
itures, receipts, etc., which was received 
and placed on me. 


Street Superintendent B:lby reported 


for the month, which report was re- 
ceived and placed on file. 


The sewer committee reported having 


examinee/the canal on tbu north of the 
Barton estate and found the banks a 
foot higher than last year, and the, canal 
cleaned out, and iu all respects in good 
order with the exception of a few places 
that might be strengthened. 


The street superintendent reported 


tbe action takeu with regard to the pro- 
posed culvert under the railroad, and 
tbe sewer committee should be empow- 
ered to secure the necessary lumber tor 
the purpose. 


Mr. Fo'm appeared with a complaint of 


sewer vent, between L and M streets, 
',near Tuolumne street. The street super- 
•intendent was directed to put it in 
repair. 


A resolution was presented as follows: 


"Good cause appearing therefor, it is 
hereby ordered that hereafter and until 
further notice, no person shall be em- 
ploved by the city of Fresno, in or about 
any city work, who is not on the great 
register of the county and an elector 
within and for said city." On motion 
the consideration of the resolution was 
continued for two weeks. 


The new ordinance amending the ordi- 


nance fixing tbe fire limits came up. 
Mr. Spinney moved to strike out that 
portion of the proposed ordinance ex- 
cluding lots No. 17, 18 and 19 and rear 
40 feet of lots No. 29, 110,31 and 32 in 
block 73.

"Pterodactyl" 
Daniels, the 
well 


known romancer upon the subjects of 
natural history and real estate, seems to 
be iu t;reat demand just at present. 


The last (<rand jury investigated some 


of his transactions with regard to the 
sale of some Sanger real estate, and find- 
ing his business methods as crooked as 
luanzanita sappling, proceeded to imiict 
him for embezzlement. A bench war- 
rant was issued, but up to this date he 
haa not been found. 


The following account of his disap- 


pearance, taken from a Sau Francisco 
journal, will be of interest to a number 
of Fresno people. 


"J. B. Daniels, the young real estate 


man who has been missing for a week, 
left his home in Oakland in order to 
avoid arrest for forgery and embezzle- 
ment. While he was in Fresno he be- 
came involved in some money transac- 
tions which resulted in bis becoming 
the fraudulent possessor of some J2000. 
It was because lie could not repay this 
money to the people from whom lie ol>- 
taiueu it that be lied. Now the police 
are looking for him, but as yet they 
have obtained no clew. 


"While Daniels was engaged in busi- 


IICBS in Fresno he sold u parcel of land 
for one of his clients and received in 
payment about $1000 Instead of giving 
this money to the man who had owned 
the land lie diverted it to his own use. 
He expected to be able to get hold of 
enough money soon after to more than 
make good the amount. But be was 
disappointed. When his client made a 
demand for the money he managed to 
get a couple of days'1 extension, and 
then went around among his friends 
trying to get enough to replace the $1000 
he had appropriated. 


"One of the men he went to was Sam- 


nel Jackson, an attorney, lie told Mr. 
Jackson of the desperate situation and 
begged him to loan him the money. 
Jackson said lie was perfectly willing to 
do so if Daniels would furnish him some 
tiucurity. The young real estate agent 
said that could easily be arranged, as in 
a short time he expected to receive from 
the California Mutual Ravine Fund, 
Loan and Building Association >3000 ia 
coin. 


"Mr. Jackson told Daniels that if be 


could furnish some proof of bis state- 
ment the $1000 would be ready in ten 
minutes. 
Daniels started 
out after 


some corrolwration of his statement. 
He returned in about an hour with what 
purported to be a telegram, in which it 
waa stated that the trust company that 
he had mentioned would send him the 
coin almost immediately. 


"This he showed to Mr. Jackson. Tbe 


attorney was not satisfied, because the 
telegram was signed by an individual 
who waa unknown to him. Ho Daniels

;allcd into natural activitv. No matter 
low incorrect the map'drawn by the 
child may be, the child has exercised 
and strengthened a number of mental 
faculties'. 
The muscles of the body 


grow and are strengthened by judicious 
exercise. The powers of the mind are 
strengthened in the same way. Any 
method or device that interferes with or 
lindera tbe free exercise of the mental 
powers, is detrimental to their growth. 


In the Fresno City schools much time 


is spent in drilling pupils to draw maps 
by means of "construction lines." By 
.his method the pupils neitherdraw ac- 
curate maps nor develop much power. 
Bo-called maps, drawn with little regard 
Lo scientific accuracy, are tacked on the 
walls and kept befo're tbe eyes of the 
pupils during the whole year—a most 
pernicious method. 
If the object is 


mental development, these "construc- 
tion lines" are "a hindrance to such de- 
velopment. 
If the objuct is accuracy in 


map drawing, we ought to proceed upon 
scientific principles. In order that 1 
may not be considered a fault finder, T 
shall quote what tbe best authorities on 
tbis subject aay: 


"Map drawing by the eye alone must 


he the rule. Even a simple system of 
diagrams is highly objectionable."— 
School Education. 


"Have frequent map drawing from 


memory, using no construction lines." 
—School Devices, by Shaw and Donnell. 


"The first les?ons should be entirely 


by imitation. No method of triangula- 
tion or tbe use of construction lines 
should be used. The pupil will look at 
the map and then try to draw tbe map 
from memory."—Methods of Teaching, 
by Edward Brooks. 


During our last county institute Pro- 


fessor Barnes of Stanford University 
eaid that he considered the books writ- 
ten by Ales E. Frye and by J. W. Red- 
way as tbe best books for teachers on 
the subject of teaching geography. 
T 


shall quote from these hooka. 


Alex E. Frye speaks of the use of con- 


struction lines in map drawing as *•"'hin- 
drances to mental growth," "a device 
for preventing the exercise-of the men- 
tal faculties in acquiring distinct ideas of 
continental outlines and proportions," 
"an excellent 'bridge' over mental activ- 
ity," etc. 


J. W. Red way, in speaking of thn use 


of construction lines in map drawing, 
suya, "For a map of a township, or even 
a county, such an outline might be use- 
ful ; but for a large area it is unscientific, 
incomplete and erroneous." 


I do not think that this is, by-any 


means, the worst method employed in 
our schools, but it serves as an illustra- 
tion to show how much some people 
know of the laws that govern the growth 
of the child's mind. We would tiardlv 
loan a wheelbarrow to a man who did 
not know how to work with it, but many 
people are willing to have their children 
trained under a system that employs 
devices that are considered "hindrances 
to nii'iital growth." 


I have studiously refrained from fix- 


inn the blame upon anyone, so that this 
article may do tbe good for which it is 
written.

MORRELL'S HISTORY. 


Some of His Numerous Aliases and 


Places of Residence. 


Little is knowu of the history of -Mor- 


rell, but what is known shows him to be 
a cool, desperate criminal and fit com- 
panion in desperation for ChriE Evaus 
himself. 


A special dispatch from Yisalia gives 


the following account of him : 


"ViSHJA, Decemlwr 29.—Ed Jlorrell, 


who assisted Chris Evaus to escape from 
the Fresno jail, lived in this city from 
May to November last, going to Fresno 
at tlie time of the Evaus trial.

came from Kansas, where his parents

LOS ANGELES INSOLVENT 


The great importance of an abundant 


and reasonably cheap supply of gypsum 
as a fertilizer is recoynized everywhere. 
Although not universally efficacious, like 
the phosphates, its favorable effect on 
the legumes—i*U9, beans and clovers, 
including alfalfa— is enough alone to 
give it a prominent place in agriculture. 
Its special importance in California is 
due to the fact (iirst announced from 
the state experiment elation) that it is 
an effectual antidote to tlu.- ''black al- 
kali" that alllicts some ]K>rtions of the 
state, where it impregnates the soil, not 
BO much in large, continuous tracts as 
in apota, varying from a fraction of an 
acre to several acre*;, where little or 
nothing can be grown, and which mar 
tho continuity of iielde, vineyards and 
orchards. 
. . 
Experience shown, moreover, that as a 


rule such spots extend their area as irri- 
cation is practiced, invading bearing 
plantations of all kinds and causing loss 
and discouraxement. Yet tho fact that 
such lands when once reclaimed are pro- 
fusely and lastingly productive, consti- 
tutes a strong incentive toward the utili- 
sation of the alkali hinds, and renders 
the question of their reclamation for 
culture a very important one. 
The characteristic ingredient of 'black 


alkali" being carbonate of soda, it fol- 
lows that when gypsum ia applied to 
land impregnated with it, an exchange 
of chemical ingredients takes place, the 
Ealsoda being converted into Glauber 
salt or sulphate of soda, while the gyp- 
sum becomes carbonate of lime or 
uhalk. tilanljer Rait, with more or less 
Of common salt, constitutes tho white 
alkali, which is rarely abundant enough 
in the soils to form a serious obstacle to 
their cultivation, being many times less 
injurious to vegetation than tho carbon- 
ate of eoda. 
But gypsum actsnotonlyas a neutral- 


ireroE the injurious effect of the carbon- 
ate of soda on the plants themselves; it is 
til=o Of essential benefit in that it ren- 
ders friable, and therefore tillable, the 
hardpan always formed in black alkali 
lands; moreover, it serves to retain in 
the soil tho humus ami phosphates 
which the soda hfisdissulvwl.nnd which 
would be leached out oi t e land, to its 
great injury, if it were attempted to re- 
claim it by underdraining alone. 


These good effects have been verified 


in practice many times over, outside o! 
the successful experiments made at tliu 
experiment station near Tulnre. But 
until now, gypsum—land plaster— has 
been rather costly for general use, on 
account of the heavy cost of transporta- 
tion from a distance to tbe points where 
it is mainly needed, viz: in the upper 
San Joaqnin valley; nor has quality o 
the material furnished been always sat- 
isfactory, 
It is thus a matter of no little intercs 


that another mine has been found am 
partially developed, which combines i 
location near the chief consumers o 
land plaster with an excellent quality o 
materially easily mined and crushed fo 
farmers' use. At the suggestion of John 
S. Dore of Fresno, the writer has latelj 
visited the new mine aud believes th 
results of the examination to be of sin 
fic'ient general interest for hnrnediat 
publication.

EDIIOK REPUBLICAN:—In looking over

Failing in this, they were to kill Hop 
Lee and his friends, the price put upon 
their heads being $500. 


The highbinders arrived a few days 


ago and swaggered around as if they 
owned Chinatown. Their mission was 
generally known, and there was much 
excitement among the Chinese popula- 
tion. The officers were notified, and 
kept a close watch on the strangers. 


Yesterday afternoon four of them en- 


tered Hop Lee's laundry and did a good 
deal of blustering. They were ordered 
to leavu by Hop Lee, and answered 
with threats. Finally they left

Lee went to Justice Cnchton's court 
and swore to a complaint charging 
them with disturbing the peace. The 
officers were on the lookout for the high- 
binders when the shooting occurred.

Both this witness and Ah Yot testi-

The oflirer, they say, 
could have caught him, butiustead went 
to where Ah Wing lay. 


The jury's verdict was that Ah Wing 


had come to his death from a gunshot 
wound inflicted by a Chinaman whose 
name was unknown to the jury.

each year, the commission packers and 
handlers of California raisins aie becom- 
ing richer, and we think that some 
method of co-operation should be imme- 
diately inaugurated to save the raisin 
industry from ruin. 


ICAUSES OF PRESENT coxomoxs. 


"Under this head we claim that the 


chief causes are as follows: 


First—The nnevenness in the packing, 


wherein different houses put their rais- 
ins under known grades and in some 
cases put larger-sized fruit in tbe grade 
than should naturally go there, and vice 
versa; and also where other houses pack 
inferior (avers in the bottom of the form 
and good layers on top. 


Second—Tbe manner in which the 


raisina arc being crowded in the east by 
commission packers, who make a small 
advance on the raisins delivered to 
them. In tho month of October there 
is always a demand by the wholesale 
trade for raisins, who arc prepared to 
pay a fair price for them. At the end of 
October these wholesale houses have all 
loaded un with a stock sufficient to last 
them until consumption creates a ECC- 
oiid demand. 


At the end Qf October the packers 


still have over one-half of their pack to 
dispose of and instead of holding the 
crop here or shipping it to the east and 
holding it there, at regular prices, thus 
enabling the wholesale trade to take 
them as"they require them, these rai- 
eins are consigned to some eastern 
broker and from $500 to $1000 a car is 
drawn upon him against the raisins so 
consigned. This broker advances the 
freight and pays the draft and when he 
receives the raisins he cannot sell them 
at a fair price by reason of the fact thai 
the entire market is supplied with al! 
raisins that will he consumed for tti 
next month or two. 


This broker cannot afford to hold tho 


joods; he tikes them to tbe wholesale 
trade or the speculator and sells them a1 
a price which will net the grower about 
1 cent per pound on loose raisins and 2)^ 
cents per pound on layers, which is con- 
siderably less than tbe cost nf produc- 
tion. We have seen box raisiiiE sold 
which, after deducting the price of pack- 
ing and freight, would not pay the 
grower 1 cent per pound. Many of tbe 
raisins are sold after Xovembiir 1st at 
less than the price advanced to the 
grower in the sweat box and when a set- 
tlement ifi made by the commission 
packer, the price received by the grower 
is an average between those raisins 
which are sold for a good price in the 
early part of October and those that are 
slaughtered later on.

The Bandits Intimidate the People 


iii the Mouutams—Harsh Demas 
ters' Kitto Taken Away by Evans* 


Deputy Sheriff White Brings the 
Latest News From Fiiie Flat- 


Important information was received 


over the wires last night from Bakers- 
field in regard to the whereabouts of Ev- 
ans and MorreU. If the information is 
to be credited—and there are many cir- 
cumstances to support it—they are mak- 
ing their way southward with the prob- 
able intention of leaving the state and, 
perhapp, of going to Mexico. The tele- 
gram i? as follows:

]>AKJ:R<nKi.i>, January -.—Last even- 


ing ££ Judge Million, a justice of the 
peace, and 0. E. T.echner wore relum- 
ing from the Weed Patch country, they 
met two men with a buckboard. One 
was 11 large man with a full dark heard 
and the other a young man, whom they 
believed to be Morrell, who was here 
sometime ago with the merry-go-round, 
and whom Mahon and Lechner knew. 


"They inquired for the road leading to 


the Tehachapi mountains, and were 
•directed on the \Vhite Wolf Spring 
road. The large man with a full beard 
wore dark eyeglasses. The Judg*1 and 
Mr. Lechner are positive that they were 
Evans and Morrell. A flask of whisky 
was offered them, of which Morrell 
drank, bos Evans refused." 


It has been ascertained from persons 


in this ctty acquainted withLechneraud 
Mnhon, that they are entirely trust- 
worthy, and that any statement of 
theirs made in earnest might be depend- 
ed upon. 


There is a good deal to support the 


supposition that Evans and his com- 
panion are making their way to Mexicy. 
Evans realizes thai if he remains in this 
county, or even in California, his race 
•will be soon run ; while if he leaves the 
country altogether, going to Lower Cal- 
ifornia or Mexico, he might be able to 
escape altogether. 


The otiicers lost all trace of the fugi- 


tives last Friday evening, and, sup- 
posing Evans and MorreU struck south- 
ward, they could easily have reached 
the point where they* were seen by 
Lechner and Mahon at the time of the 
reported jneetint;. 


The description given -by the Bakers- 


field men of Evans tallies very closely 
with his appearance. AH for Morrell, 
be IE well known in tbe Kern capital, 
2nd it is not likely Lechner and Mahon 
would mistake some one elae for him. 
CoiiEiderimi all these things, it is rea- 
sonable to believe that the desperadoes 
ire trying to leave the country. 


FROM PIN'E FI.AT. 


But little definite news concerning 


Evans and Morrell was received at first 
hand yesterday until the arrival of 
Deputy Sheriff John White yesterday 
afternoon, and .what information he 
brought ie disappointing, as it shows 
that the desperadoes have, for the pres- 
ent at least, put their pursuers tiff of 
their track. . 


Mr. White left Pine Flat yesterday 


morning at 9 o'clock, having been out 
alter Evans and Morrell since their es- 
cape last Thursday. To a REPUBLICAN 
reporter last evening White said: 
tlThere is really very little to tell. We 


found out that Brans and Morrell had 
breakfast Friday morning at the house 
of Harvey Akers, about five miles this 
Hide of Pine Fiat. They bad dinner at 
Newt Demasters' place at noon, and the 
same evening got a lunch at Demasters' 
and left. 


"They wereseen a little later by a boy 


of Archer's, who lives about a mile from 
Demaeters' on Kings river, going to- 
ward the river. We found the tracks of 
theirjiorses where they went across and 
returned. 
This was Friday evening, 


and we have found nothing since then. 


THEY STOLE A RIFLE. 


"I have heard that Evans and Mor- 


rell met vouug Marshall Demasters and 
took his rifle from him. It was a Win- 
chester. No, there's no doubt that they 
went up along the flume after leaving 
their conveyance. I don't believe, how- 
ever, that they went by tbe plank walk; 
they probably took the road, for when 
they got to Jarrett's place about a mile 
this side of Akers' their ehoes were very 
muddy. Of course some of the officers 
must have passed them on the road.but 
it was so foggy that their presence could 
not be discovered. 
"It IE not likely that Evans has gone 


into Sampson's Flat; it is too cold there 
and the snow is deep. They aie some- 
where around Pine Flat. It is almost 
impossible for ua to get any information 
conce ning his ana Worrell's move- 
ments, as the people up there are afraid 
of them. 


"Evans has'seen most of them and 


warned them not to give any informa- 
tion if they valued their lives, and they 
are heeding the warning. 
The man 


stationed at station No..8 of the flume- 
Bennett is his name—also received 
warning not to eend anything over the 
telephone, threatening to kill him if be 
did. 


TUE ROUTE THEY TOOK. 


The ouilawti have told their story to 


•everal parties on Pine Fiat, which cor- 
roborates that of Ben Scott and Boh 
Vine, the cook, who witnessed the first 
break. 
. After Evans shot City Marshal Mor- 
gan, near the Advi-ntiet church, thereby 
caneing him to let go of Morrell, the lat- 
ter ran V> the hordes to unhitch the: 
and escape. 


The snooting had 
frightened

• horees and they were plunging on the 


bitching strap, and as soon as he untied 
them they ran over Morrelljknockinghiin 
down and running the wagon over him, 
braising him badly and cutting a chunk 
onto! Jim chin and splitting his fore- 
head open. 


They tliun took Cochran'a cart and 


ran the horse until it gave out just 
north of Sanger, when they took to the 
ro*d and across lots. 


WHERE THEY WERK SEES. 


The firat pi -ce they were heard of was

month of Mill creek,where they knocked 
lor admission nbout 'i a.n:. Friday morn- 
ing and Chris announced •, who lie sas, 
but the Hume man would not open the 
honac. 


liu nfxt railed at Jarrett's at 4a.m., 


ami thprri i-.njf aNtrk Ia-1y there, heex- 
ciued hniin»it tor the disturbance, and 
remained uhoiil Imlf :in hour. 


Thry thi-ii went a mile further to 


ilarvey AkeiV and had bre&k&ut. re-1 
maiuing there from 6 to 8 o'clock. They 
then went to Carter's and talked with 
him fifteen or twenty minutes. 


From Carter's thev went to Newt. 


Dem&sters* in Pine Kfat, arriving there 
between 9 and 10 a.m. Friday, and 
stayed tilt dinner.

They searched Bennett's place for 


arms, but found none. John J. White 
says that they have in like manner ter- 
rorize! everybody np there by their 
bloodthirsty' threats.

After visiting Kennett thev returned 


to Newt pemasters and stayed there un- 
til evening, when they took a lunch 
with him and went towards the river. 
Thev were seen going through Arrher's 
iielif, and the tracks show they crossed 
the river Friday night. 


Saturday forenoon they met Marshall 


Pemastera in Pine Flat and took hia 
Winchester rifle from him, since which 
time no trace has been found. The 
country is heavily timbered and full of 
rocks and hiding places.

Mrs. 
Evans appeared before Justice 


Austin yesterday afternoon for her pre- 
liminary examination on the charge of 
assisting a prisoner, her husband, to es- 
cape. She was represented by Attorney 
Sam Hinds. 


Assistant District Attorney Alv:i K. 


Snoiv,appeared for the people,and stated 
that there was not evidence fuiiicientto 
warrant the d(-fo:mnut to !x> hnd nvov. 
upon which the court ordered that tbe 
chin^u \K dismissed and tbe defendant 
discharged. 


Mrs. Evans left for her borne in Vipalia 


last evening, accompanied by Mrs. 
Byrd, her mother, whu had arrived on 
the noon train. 


Jim Hutchinson, who is in custody 


for the same offense that was alleged 
against Mrs. Evans, was brought before 
Justice Crichton yesterday and put 
under- $1500 bonds. His examination 
was set for next Friday morning at 10 
o'clock. The remainder of the Huteh- 
insons, who are also supposed to have 
been parties to tliR plot for Evans'escape, 
will be brought before Justice Austin to- 
day. 


From ilic Daily oi Thursday. 


The news published in yesterday's 


REI'UISLICAS that Evans and Morreli bad 
been met in Kern, county, making their 
way southward, ie credited by many 
people. Their belief in the news was 
strengthened when the day passed with- 
out any further information concerning 
the whereabouts of tbe desperadoes 
being received from Pine Flat. Phil 
Pcott, brother of tbe sheriff, telegraphed 
yesterday to Lechner of Baker?field,who 
was one of the men that met Evans and 
Morrell, and l^echner answered tbat he 
believed it was Evans aud Morrell they 
lad met. 
'The following telegram from Visalia 


seems to confirm the report from Ea- 
kersfield that Evans aud MorreU are 
going south: 


"VISALIA, CaL, January 3.—The re- 
ort was confirmed today that Chris 
Ivans was at Stokes' valley, twenty 


miles northeast of this city last Sunday, 
where he took dinner. He was well 
armed, and carried a heavy valise, 
which he said held valuable contents. 
It was not Ptated in what direction he 
went. It is believed tbat he wag pre- 
pared to leave the country, and was on 
the way." 


Assistant District Attorney Walser, 
•ho accompanied the sheriff's posse to 


tbe mountains and joined in the pursuit 
of Evans and his companion, returned 
yesterday afternoon after an absence of 
five da vs. To a REPUBLICAN reporter he 
stated that he did not believe tbat the 
men seen in Kern county were Evans 
and Morrell, but it was bis opinion they 
were still in this couiitv. 
Said Mr. 


AValser: 
' 
' 


"There is no question tbat the escape 


of Evans was carefully planned before- 
hand aud tbat a number of people in 
Fresno and vicinity, Sanger and tbe 
mountains knew of bis intention. Prep- 
arations were made, supplies laid in, 
and had no accident happened to their 
team at the church, Evans and Morrell 
would undoubtedly have disappeared 
from sight as if they bad been wiped off 
tbe face of the earth. 


"1 found out during my stay in tbe 


mountains tha*, it is a mistake to sup- 
pose the people there are in sympathy 
with Evans. One and all express them- 
selves that he ought to have been hung, 
and they hope he will be captured. The 
trouble is the people there are so iso- 
lated, the few houses being miles apart. 
They therefore fear to take any active 
part against Evans. 
As one of them 


said, 'It's mighty easy to shoot a.man 
here and Toll him off of the trail, after 
which the chances arc that nothing 
more will ever be heard of him.1 


"We were well treated wherever we 


went and alt information concerning 
trails and points likely to be traveled or 
passed by Evans was given willingly, 
once they knew the person they were 
talking to was to be relied upon. I left 
Fresno at noon last Friday on a special 
for Sanger, at the time it was reported 
Evans and Morrell bad been seen in tbe 
Kings river bottom. Word having been 
received later that they had been seen 
at Pine flat we left. Hanger on horses 
and in vehicles and got to the place 
where the pistol belonging to Morrell 
was found, about a mile and a quarter 
southeast of Samjer. Tim trailing that 
had been done by Henry and Kuasell 
showed that the cart Imd been to Scott 
Sanders' place, or in that vicinity, and 
then turned from there toward the 
flume, one and one-half miles southeast 
of Sanger, where the harness and pistol 
were found, 


"The pistol is a British bulldog, of 44 


calibre, live chambers and ivory handle. 
Throe shots bad been fired from the 
weapon, the shells being in the cham- 
bers when found. It was in this place 
where Evans and Morrell turned the 
horse loose. From that point the tracks 
of two men, one laiye and the other 
small, were found. They led toward 
the Sanger bottoms, and three hours 
were lost in following them. It was 
found they bad been made by a man 
anil his Ron, and were not those of the 
fugitives. 
* "Returning to Sanger, tbe flume peo- 
ple told us they had rung up the tender 
at station 8, Fred Akers, and asked him 
if he saw Evans. Akera cnswercd 'I've 
got to hang you up.' Upon being aeked 
what he meant he repeated the ex- 
pression. I saw him myself later, and 
be told ua that Evans was around 
there now. The posse immediately 
started out on a hunt, Henry Stevens 
and myself going on horseback and 
Sheriff Scott and White following in a 
buggy. Peck and Russell were sent up 
the I>unlap road to get into Sampson a 
Flat aa rapidly as possible, and Ben 
Dnvia, Jack Irvinu and .1 started up 
White iDeer valley. This was Friday 
afternoon. 


*There are three wa •& into Sampsons 


Flat—first by way of 'J.Umhtp, the trail 
followed by Vic Wil&on's posse; second, 
by going up tbe flume to camp 3 and 
crowing the mountains, and third, up 
White Deer vallev. Our party got to 
Lhc l*flt mentioned place met Saturday 
trvemiig. The valley is forty-five inilea 


from Saunter. We crossed into Sampsons 
Flat Sunday evening, meeting Deputies 
Sheriff Peck and Timmias, Deputv Con- 
stable Russell and Ed Mile« oi I^edley. 


"While at Sampsons Fiat we were 


told by a man familiar with the coun- 
try, that northeast of the place where 
Evans is said lo have crossed tbe river 
is a section of country inhabited only by 
Indians and stockmen. One Jesst- Ha- 
ker, a warrant for whose arrest on a 
t-harge of horse sKaliuj! has been out for 
years, has maintained himself there for 
Years, lie is perfectly familiar with the 
locality and is always well provided for, 
as the stofktiK'U leavt* supplies in their 
cabins for him for the winter. Our in- 
formant aIded that he knew from cer- 
tain information that Evans would co 
there. This place of refu^- 
i^ over 


toward Patterson mountain. 


"Irvine and ISill Davis then started 


across the river for the cabin of Holers', 
to go from there down the trail. Pock 
and Miles went down the trail to cross 
the river and then go up, both parties to 
meet. Timmins, Kussell and 1 came 
down to Dunlap, back through Little 
White Ri*r valley into Harmon valley, 
where Kussell and Tinimins got saddle 
horses and started up to Dalton moun- 
tain. 


"We traveled in all kinds of weather, 


through snow, slush and mud. Sheriff 
Scott and his posse are doing all men 
cao do, and deserve credit for the vigor- 
ous pursuit they are making. When- 
ever the least clue is obtained concern- 
ing Evans' and Morrell's whereabouts 
thev start out at once, without the 
slightest hesitation or fear. They are 
regardless of fatigue, and so far have 
enjoved good health. 


"Unless the information given us is 


incorrect, a fight will take place before 
two days. 1 am not at liberty to give 
the nature of this information, but may 
say that I put considerable faith in it. A 
short time ago eight or ten burro loads 
of provisions and supplies were brought 
into the country up there by persons 
known to the regular residents, and 
there have been other peculiar circum- 
stances the oilicers are now inquiring 
into. The country is full of natural iiid'- 
ing places and even with my slight ex- 
perience I believe T cnnM keep bid from 
all the men you i-ouM hiin^ up after 
me. The bci: pi?.:i in pursuit!); Evans 
and Moire M? to tritve! from point to 
}>ointaiui wjiirh tuciruUieiuady, which 
is beiug done. 


"They did not go into Sampson Flat. 


In the iirat place the snow is too deep 
and they would have to climb snow to 
get in. There is 110 security there for 
them as Indians and others are con- 
tinually going back and forth and they 
would be continually seen and the offi- 
cers enabled to run them down. Be- 
sides, it ia not necessary for them to go 
into the flat, as they can get all the sup- 
plies thev want elsewhere. They are 
either around Pine Flat or in the little 
pocket at Patterson mountain. 


"This morning I met a flume tender 


on the 70 canal. lie told me that on 
Friday evening, just as he bad returned 
from "Sanger and was standing in the 
door, two men drove up in a cart. One 
of them stayed in the cart while tbe 
other came up and said: 'God 
you, 


have you got any money?' The flume 
tender answered he had flO, which it 
bad taken him a very long time to save. 
The robber then told" him" if he was so 
poor as all that he would only take $5. 
The flume tender gave him the money, 
after which they departed, going toward 
Pine Flat, where Evans was last seen. 
The flume tender, who lives about four 
miles from (Jente_rville, described the 
man who robbed him as being about sis 
feet tall and of a spare frame. He had 
a black beard and mustache and wore a 
slicker. He did not pay so much atten- 
tion to tho other man, who had on a 
white slouch hat and overcoat, and 
wore a handkerchief around his neck. 


''The general impression iu tbe bills 


is that Evans will be more cruel and 
kill on less provocation than ever be- 
fore, and unless speedily taken will 
gather around bim a baud of criminals 
similar to those existing in Indian terri- 
tory, and make "raids into the valley, re- 
turning thereafter to their hiding place 
in tbe mountains. Clarke Moore and 
others up there are still bitter against 
Smith and his people ou account of the 
way they conducted themselves while 
bunting for Evans and Sontag last fall. 
Moore, from what he said, is not at all 
anxious to meet Evans. He says if Ev- 
ans comes to hie place he will feed bim, 
but be will also tell him tbat he has 
caused him, Moore, enough trouble and 
that lie was nearly sent up on hia ac- 
count, and will ask him to keep away Of 
couree Evans can get food from any of 
them up there—they dare not refuse 
him." 


Tliere is a rumor that Fredericks, the 


ex-convict who assisted George Soiitag 
in his atteaipt to escape from Folsom 
by smuggling arms into the prison, had 
something to do with the Evans escape. 
His whereabouts are net known, though 
it is Eaid that when*Evans and Morrell 
are nest seen Fredericks will he with 
then;. 


"William and Henry Hutchinson aud 


Rose Lee, charged with aiding Evans to 
escape, were brought before Justice 
Austin yesterday. They were informed 
of their rights and the bonds of each 
was fixed at $3000, being unable to fur- 
nish which they were remanded. Their 
preliminary examination will he held 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock. 


Sheriff Scott has offered a reward of 


$500 for the capture of Chris Evans. 
The proper officials in various counties 
have been notilied of this offer. 


From the Daily of FriOny. 


The period has arrived when Evans 


may be expected to be seen in ten differ- 
ent parta of the state, widely separated, 
in the same day. Tulare, Kern and San 
Luis Obispo counties have already re- 
ported, and Siskiyou, Mono, Los An- 
geles and the rest of them will be heard 
from the next few days, or weeks, as the 
case may be. 


Even women are suspected of being 


the bold bandit in disguise, if the Tulare 
Register says truly. That paper states 
that J. F. Gleeson, who left Tnlare for 
bis home at Chico on Monday with his 
invalid wife, reached home In safety,

the sick lady all bundled up and 
tucked away in her berth in the day- 
time, waa no other than Christopher 
Evans, Esq., trying to smuggle himself 
out of the country. 


The fact is, nothing definite has been 


beard from ihe bandits since last 
Friday evening, when the posse lost all 
trace of them. Tiie opinion is still held 
by a large number of neople that Evans 
and Morrell have eft this county and 
gone south, and it is slated that some of 
the railroad and express company offi- 
cials have adopted this view. 
The 


news tbat they were seen in Tnlare 
county baa received some confirmation, 
such as it is. 


The Visalia Delta gave the following 


additional particulars concerning the re- 
port that Evans and Morrell weie seen 
in Stokes valley Sunday: 


"Word was received in this city yes- 


terday morning to the effect that Chris

AHA/.INK FORGERY AND FRAUD 


The Author of the Failure Still 


Siiig-insf realms in Ma- 


de t-a. 


The examination of the contents of 


the vaults of the Pacitic Hank of San 
Francisco is showing up the most amaz- 
ing condition of things tbat could he 
conceived of in a financial institution. 


The St\n Francisco Examiner pub- 


lishes an interesting account of the 
methods by which this was accomplished, 
which will be of interest: 


"The real wrecker of the Pacific Hank 


is now a leading citizen of M adorn 
county. It is true that he was indicted 
for numerous forgeries, was convicted 
on two counts and sentenced to nine 
years in San Quentin, but he is never- 
theless a deacon in the church, and, 
although unpardoncd, has been raised 
to the dignity of a notary public by Gov- 
ernor Markhaui since a jury pronounced 
him a felon. 


"In various ways "W. F. Baird, tbe 


wrecker of the Bank of Madera, lias 
shown himself a clever and resourceful 
man. He not only hoodwinked the 
managers of tbe Pacific Bank, obtaining 
from them hundreds of thousands of 
dollars—nearly $100,000 on forged notes 
- but succeeded in duping a whole com- 
munity and unloading on some of the 
shrewdest bankers of the state tens of 
thousands in forged paper. 


MONKV K.U.SELY ORT.UXEI). 


"If at the timu of its crisis the Pacific 


Bank had held in its vaults the more 
than $250,000 that Jiaird had secured by 
bis forgeries and the money that had 
to 1m expended to save something out of 
the wreck, it would have tided through 
in all probability. 


"Tbe Rank of Madera was a fraud 


from its inception, so far as Baird and 
his partner Brown were concerned. The 
only actual cash put into it was paid 
in by leading business men of Madera 
and Fresno, whom JSaird enlisted in 
the enterprise. Ostensibly Baird and 
Brown put in $10,000. This was in the 
shape of a check, which they actually 
"kited" for two years. 


"It never had any value, and was al- 


leged to be on deposit with tbe Chase 
National Bank of New York, to secure 
drafts. In reality, when the effects of 
Baird and Brown reached Madera they 
did not have $i)0 to pay the freight, 
which was advanced by A. J. Xtter, a 
leading merchant, who had to wait for 
his money until after the bank was or- 
ganized. 


BAIRD'H ri.A.NS. 


"The means by which Baird succeed- 


ed in covering this $10,000 check for two 
years is illustrative of his cleverness and 
indefatigability. He bad the regular 
reports of the Chase National Bank 
duplicated by acme local printer, and 
would then forge reports to tally with 
his boobs, withholding the genuine re- 
turns. This work was done so cleverly 
as not only to deceive the directors, but 
the bank commissioners as well. 


"The forgeries committed by Baird 


netted him about $400,000, and in mag- 
nitude, scope and attention to the most 
trivial details, have never been equaled 
on thia coast if in thn world. He-passed 
on tbe Pacific bank alone forged paper 
to the extent of $191,142.86.' 


"The manner in which Baird operated 


is as interesting as anything that baa yet 
been told in connection with bank rob- 
bing on thia coast. Apparently he took 
the directory of Fresno county, and se- 
lecting from it the names of the leading 
business men, deliberately put their 
names to notes for any amount that 
mightoccur to him, generally small, but 
runninjr as high as $10,000. He was 
convicted 011 a note for 
the latter 


amount, to which he attached the name 
of Anton Jacobs." 


FIE TICKED THE LEST. 


The Examiner publishes 292 names of 


persons whose names appear on notes 
and demands which, including $21,970.63 
in certificates oi deposit and $RO,000 in 
shares in the 
John Brown colony, 


amount to $191,142.86. The list shows 
that he selected the names of persona 
known to I>R solvent in his forgeries, 
and was a judge of gilt-edged paper. 


FRAUDULENT STOCK. 


The bank also held, and still holds, a 


large block of the certificates of stock of 
the Bank of Madera, all of which proved 
to be fraudulent. 


AgainGt these alleged securities Baird 


was allowed an overdraft of comethinc 
over $91,000. lie was not satisfied with 
looting the Pacific Bank alone, however, 
but he issued fraudulent and forged cer- 
tificates of stock of the Bank of Madera 
to the extent of f 2-30,000, all of which 
he floated. The regular stock book was 
always found right, but Baird had evi- 
dently had a duplicate book printed 
when he ordered his printing. The 
necessity of doing this he bad learned 
while in tbo Consolidated Bank of El- 
si nore. 


.NOTES TO AT WERE SOT 3IET. 


He might still be booming his forged 


certificates of deposit and certificates of 
stock, both of the Elsinore and Madera 
banks, if his forged notes had 
not 


brou^l\jL him to grief. The n&tes hy- 
pothecated with tbe Pacific Bank began 
to fall due. and as they werp not 
promptly met an examination waa or- 
dered and further drafts refused. l)r. 
Jenningson and D. M. Tomblin, two 
confidential agents of the bank, nere 
sent to Madera. They found the bank 
in the throes of dissolution and Baird 
very reluctant to meet them. It was 
discovered that only about $400 remained 
in the bank and that prompt measures 
would have to VHJ taken. The raft of 
notes which he had hypothecated were 
laid before Bnird and be was asked to 
designate which could be collected at 
once. 
He finally admitted that he, 


feared none could be and that some were 
not genuine. 


ADMITTED THK FORGERIES. 


"How many are genuine?" finally 


asked Dr. Jenningsen. 


"All are forgeries," promptly admit- 


ted Kaird. 


"What, not one genuine?" demanded 


Jenninpscn a^ Tomblin in chorus as 
soon as they recovered their brr.ith. 


"Not one," responded the unabashed 


and unmoved Baird. 


It was then tbat the Pacific Bank took 


possession of the Bank of Madera. It 
found $400 in cash and $23,000 in good 
notes. The furniture and good will were 
worth something. Madera was a pros- 
perous town nnd the bank had done a 
good business. The Pacific Bank peo- 
ple determined to continue it in the 
hope of recouping themselves. It not 
only assumed the $64,000due<iepositors, 
but to save itself spent $100,000 more on 
the John Brown colony. The account 
of the Pacific Bank with the Bank of 
Madera therefore standsebout as follows 
now:

HE WAS IN-DICTED. 


Tho grand jury of Fresno county in< 


dieted him on nine counts. Eighteen 


mouth* «xo he vu tried on two oi tbe 
lightest ones, convicted and sentenced 
to nice yean in the penitentiary at San 
Quentin. 


Notice of appeal was given but the 


case was never appealed. Inquiry at 
the office of the clerk of the supreme 
court developed this fact yesterday. No 
transcript has ever been printed. 


Failure to file his transcript within 


the prrtcribed time is believed to have 
deprived Baird of the right to appeal. 
If that should be the case there does not 
seem to be any reason why the sentence 


the- court should not be carried out. 


WHAT HE SAVED. 


It is believed that Baird managed to 


"plant" about $40,000 from his opera- 
tions, as the books when 
cxperted 


shtnvtxl a deliciencv to that amount or a 
mile over. Tin- rest of tho money went 
into *'oxpen=es" in advertising the col- 
ony, solii-iting colonists niid establishing 
a'id cultivating ii. The foundation of 
[he colony \\iis no more substantial than 
that of tlie bank. Tbe lands were never 
paid for and were covered three deep 
with mortgages. 
More than 350 col- 


onists all over the country paid their 
assessments annually, some of them as 
much as $3000, and they will undoubt- 
edly lose it all. 
The" first mortgage 


liolders will derive the fruits of their 
contributions. 


The remaining indictments against 


Baird were ordered transferred to Ma- 
dera upon the creation of that county, 
and have apparently been lost in tho 
Kan Joaquin valley en route to the new 
county scat.

Whenever the "Fresno Liar" drifts 


in, gloom ceases to longer consort with 
the delinquent subscriber, and settles 
so promptly and densely that this ofHce 
becomes the storm center of untoward 
dejection and lachrymation. 


Apparently his mission in the economy 


of the universe, like that kindred cre- 
ation—tlie mule-—ia to kick; kick vigor- 
ously and continuously; kick at any- 
thing and everything, from a dogma of 
theology to a city ordinance. 


He drifted in last night at a most in- 


opportune moment. The editor-in-chief 
was laboring on an article elucidating 
the importance of pork raising by estab- 
lishing the geometrical ratio of increase;

Cicero, is dead; Chris is iu Livermore, 
and the human hat rack in her accus- 
tomed haunts, and as big a nuisance as 
ever. Jn this she differs. 
'I saw her at the Barton opera house 


last night—same old rear view—but she 
had changed again. She word a pile of 
improvements on top of her head about 
tbe size of a rick of straw with a header 
bed on top of it, and managed toshutoff 
the view of the stage from a number of 
her husband's moat lenient creditors.

POINTS ON GEOLOGY. 


HOW IT CUNF1KUS THK K VOLU- 


TION THEOKY. 


tunees of

Omar Cited. 


mTOi; REITHLICAX :—Have all the in- 


vestigations in the science of geology 
and the conclusions and deductions de- 
rived therefrom been for naught? tiuch 
is the conclusion of John Chenoweth in 
Ins article on geology in THE UEI'UUU- 
CAS of December 22. It is very evident 
from the tone of Mr. Chenoweth'a arti- 
cle that he is not well versed in the sci- 
ence of geology, and condemns some- 
thing that be undoubtedly knows very 
little about. 


Geology is the science which is con- 


cerned with the investigation of the ma- 
terials \yliich compose tho earth, the 
manner in which those materials have 
hRen arranged, and tho cause a-id imnlt; 
of the origin of theirarraiigement. It is 
not a mere description, hut is a record 
of past events. It tells tbe history of 
past life and of extinct races, which ia 
plainly written on the leaves of nature's 
great and only record. 


It is admitted that in geology, as in 


other physical Faience, there an: unset- 
tled points and doubtful hypotheses. 
But its general principles are us \\t-l\ 
demonstrated as those of chemistry and 
physiology. There arc two school;) of 
geological thought, one known as "Cat- 
astroi>hists," who explains all ecologi- 
cal phenomena upon the belief that 
forces which we see at the present time 
working upon tbe gjobe, formerly acted 
with greater intensity than they do now, 
while the "Uniformitarians," headed 
by that greatest of geologists, fcir Ch.trU:? 
l.yell, support on the other hand the 
belief tbat at no period in the earth's 
history were the forces of the earth 
more active then we see them at the 
present time, On the general principles 
of geology these schools of scientists do 
not differ. 


Mr. Chenowetli coincides with the 


Stockton Mail's statement that we know 
very little of geology, when we come 
right down to it, and adds tha^,what lit- 
tle we do know of it—that Is to say, 
what is commonly taught—is radically 
wrong in principle, lie refers to the 
Bible story of tbu deluge as sufficient 
evidence whereon to base a belief that 
at no very remote time a flooding of 
the entire land surface took place. He 
thinks that the finding of trees in the 
alluvial drifts and ancient river chan- 
nels ^is conclusive evidence of a <;reat 
rising of tbe waters of the earth, and 
says that to attribute their occurrence 
to an alternate subsidence and elevation 
of the land is absurd. He does not ap- 
pear to know that geology teaches tbe 
marine aa well as the glacial and fluvi- 
atile drift, and that a contraction of tbe 
nucleus beneath tbe crust of the earth 
causes a subsidence of the crust in one 
place and an elevation in another, thu 
result of lateral pressure. 


The finding of trees several hundred 


feet below tbe surface of the earth, and 
the remains of pre-11 is toric and extinct 
animals is nothing new nor Btrange. 
But the theory that those remains of 
pre-Lustoric lile were buried by the ma- 
rine drift, especially those of the Sierra 
Nevada mountains, has been discarded 
by all investigators of our ancient river 
channels, and tbe flu viatile theory baa 
been demonstrated by tbe flora aud 
fauna found iu those ancient streams, 
which are terrestrial and not marine. 


It is an acknowledged fact in the sci- 


ence of geology, that what we now call 
tbe land surface of the earth has been 
submerged below the level of the ocean 
and again elevated, Darwin has shown, 
and that beyond question, that the east- 
ern part o'f South America baa been 
raised from 100 to 1400 feet above the 
level of the sea since the tertiary epoch. 
In the Himalaya mountains fossil sea 
sliells have been found at an altitude of 
18,000 feet. 


Von Buck and Lyell, after a most e - 


haustive investigation, tell us that along 
tbe northern shore of the Baltic the 
country has been elevated from 100 to 
700 fee't for a distance of 1003 miles. 
In Scotland, England and Wales fossil 
sea sheila are found in many places over 
2000 feet above the lavftl of the s?a. 


Numerous exampled of tbe subsidence 


of tlie earth's crust are recorded. In the 
southern part of Swollen there has bcnn 
a depression of several feet. Tt has been 
supposed that tbe whole of Greenland 
was gradually sinking, but Dr. Kane 
ahowa that only about 300 miles of the 
southern part is sinking, while the 
northern part is rising, the area of oscil- 
lation being at latitude 77. Darwin and 
Professor "Dana have shown tbat over a 
wide area of tbe Pacific ocean a nart of 
tbe islands are rising and a part sinking, 
by the same oscillatory movement. 


That England and Ireland are tbe 


fragments of a once greatco:i Jnent west 
of them and were joined to the main 
land to the east, has been thoroughly 
demonstrated by the geological structure 
of the Wealdin formation, which is 
found in both England and France. 
In 


referring to it, one of pur ablest geolo- 
gists says the river which produced this 
series o'f rocks must have flowed from a 
continent occupying what is now tbe 
Atlantic ocean. Several thousand cases 
of earthquakes have been recorded. 
During many of them large tracts of 
land have been elevated and depressed, 
all of which is sufficient evidence to 
demonstrate the truth of subsidence 
and elftvation. 


Mr. Chenoweth terms the Darwinian 


theory of evolution '-as baseless as tbe 
fabric of a dream," but gives no reason 
for his statement. Such assertions as 
this only provoke a smile from those 
who have but the slightest knowledge 
of evolution. Charles Darwin was one 
of the world's greatest investigators and 
thinkers. He was honest in bis investi- 
gations and his deductions. After many 
years of faithful toil and investigation 
in the great store house of knowledge, 
he gave to the world his honest conclu- 
sions, and as long as intelligent man re- 
mains upon this earth so long will tbe 
name of Charles Darwin stand as a 
monument in their minds. To the illus- 
trious Humboldt, Charles Darwin, Sir 
Charles Lyell, Dr. Kane, Profe,s?ora 
Dana, Whitney, LeCoute, Hanks and 
many others, this world owes a debt ot 
gratitude for their advancement of the 
science of geology.
